Inasmuch as the con~non stock of Cubana Primadera~ S’.A., had no~alue

on the date of loss, the portion of the clai~ based upon con~non stock owned

by claimant and his wife must be and is hereby ~e~ied.



The Commission has decided that in certification of losses on claims

determined pursuant to Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act

of 1949, as amended, interest should be included at the rate of 6% per annum

from the date of loss to the date ofsettlement (see Claim of Lisle Corpor=

atio__n, Claim No. CU=0644), and in the instant case it is so ordered°
